clerk of his division of what he had heard, and he 
advised Bayley to report the facts to the po- 
lice. Upon thfs advice, Bayley filed his 
sworn ¢tatement. The police authorities do not at- 
tach much importance to the matter, but they have 
quietly taken some precautions for the protection 
of the president, There seems to be no doubt that 
Bayley overhead the conversation he reports, but it 
was probably some half-drunken fellows talking. 
Bayley isa nephew of HP H Hayley, of Virginiy, 


. who was the republican candidate for congress last 


year, and he was appointed to his place by Senator 
Logan. He has written Benator Loganan account 
of the affair. 

The rumor in circulation that a plof to assassinate 
President Arthur had been disgovered arose from a 
sworn #tatement filed in the pollce department by a 
man named Bayley, an.attache of the army medical 
museum of the surgeon geheral’s department, to 
the effect that while lying in bed at his rvom in 
house 461, Missouri avenue, on Monday night, he 
heard two men, standing fu freut of the house, plot- 
ting the assassination of President Arthur. One of 
the men asked the other if he would swear to do it, 
and the other answered that he would kill” him 
withit @month. Bayley says he saw the men as 
they walked away, and ean fully recognize them. 
No arrests have been made, 

The reported plot to assassinate the president has 
put the police on the qui vive, although the gen- 
eral impression ix that there fs more imagination 
than reality in t«e story. To-night four officers are 
on duty in the vicinity of the Jones munsion, and 
visitors were closely scrutinized, The president's 
household are disposed to ridiewle the report... Mr, 
Reed, private secretary to the president, requests 
the press to deny the report that the president Has 
suffered from malaria. Hix health is goo@ and he 
has suffered from nothing but fatigue and auxicty 
during the summer. He will not occupy the white 
house until December at the earliest, much prefer- 
ring Capitol bill, especially in such weather as that 
now prevailing.

CABINET SPECULATIONS. 

Judge Folger’s name has been frequently men- 
tiohed in cabinet speculations during the last three 
days. It is remembered that he wasstrongly backed 
by Conkling for a position when Garfield came in. 
The fact that he has a cluim of $180,000 for percert- 
age on the sale of internal revenue stamps while he 
Was assistant treasurer in New York was urged 
against his appointment and prevailed. Had this 
claim not stood in the way it is asserted that Gar- 


field had determined to appoint him, and 
thus trouble between the New York 
senator and the administration would 


have been prevented. The court of claims decided 
against Folger’s claim. Mr Boutwell, of Massachu- 
setts, who had an interview, yesterday, with the 
president returned home to-day. In conversation, 
he admitted that he had been summoned here by 
telegraph for consultation by the president, but 
declined to state the subject discussed. That it re- 
ferred either to his appointment to a place in the 
new cabinet or to the supreme bench vacancy is the 
general assertion. It is on the cards that he will 
take Hunt's place as secretary of the navy. 

A delegation of southern republicans, headed by 
Mr Jack Brown, of Georgia, visited President 
Arthur, and urged the appointment of W W 
Hicks, of Florida, as postmaster general in the 
place of Mr James, The delegation, through Mr 
Brown. recommended Mr Hicks in the strongest 
terms, and mentioned, among other things, that he 
Was one of the “306” at the Chicago eonvention. 
Whether the president promised to comply with 
the delegation’s wishes has not transpired, but an 
opinion seems to prevail among the friends of 
Hicks that the president, for some reason unac- 
countable to them, has conceived a strong dislike 
to Mr Hicks, though he admitted that he had never 
heard of him before. 

Attorney General MacVeagh adheres firmly to 
his determination to retire from the cabinet as soon 
as the presidentis ready to appoint his successor. 
He spent two hours with the president this morn- 
ing. In reply to the question if the star route pro- 
secutions would be delayed by his retirement, he 
said he had never attended the details of the case. 
These had been in good hands and would continue 
in the same until the trials were concluded. The 
interests of justice would be attained as*well under 
any suceessor appointed by the president 
as under him. lie entirely satisfied 
with the present condition ofthe star route cases, 
and he does not doubt that indictments will be 
found. The president will be ready to fill the place 
when the called session of the senate meets, if not 
before. 

Secretary Hunt will leave to-morrow for his often 
deferred tour of inspection of northern navy yards. 
He will begin with Brooklyn, and will then take 
the Tallapoosa for Newport, Charleston and Ports- 
mouth. Hewill be gone two weeks. He is under- 
stood to be quite willing to remain in the cabinet. 

Secretary Lincoln declines to discuss cabinet pros- 
pects, He will visit Ryebeach with his family fora 
few days, leaving here Saturday. 

THE SENATE. 

Senator Platt, of Connecticut, who has paired with 
Senator Fair, of Nevada, is suffering with cancer in 
the breast. He is not likely ever to take his seat 
in the senate again. Senator Hill, now in the hos- 
pital in Philadelphia, writes that he will be here to 
vote on the organization of the senate. He has lost 
about a quarter of his tongue, and has been sub- 
jected to surgical operations on his throat and 
parotid gland, which will interfere with public 
speaking. His general health is good. | 

Numerous democratic candidates for secretary of 
the senate have appeared, the latest being John G 
Thompson, pow sergeant-at-arms of the house of 
Fepresentatives. The republicans appear to be 
agreed that Gorham and Riddleberger will be voted 
for as the caucus nominces.

What Colenel Cole Has to Say About the Consolidation. 

New Yorx«, September 29—Colonel Cole said toa 
Tribtime reporter, yesterday, in regard to thecon- 
solidation of the Seney-Cole roads: Its importance 
can be best understood by the statement that it 
forms a new trink line under one management 
from Memphis to Norfolk, Va, and Chattanooga via 


Atlantaand Macon to Brunswick, and via Knox- 
ville and the Kentucky Central to Cincinnati. By 
this combination about 2,000 miles of southern rail- 
roadscome into one line as a sympathetic orzaniza- 
tion, reaching every point of importance in the 
south, and by irect lines. he gross earn- 
ings of the roads so combined are accord- 
ing to the latest reports about $,000,- 

per annum. The roads composing this 

‘Stem are in the main in good condition, with rail, 
iron bridges, and first class equipment, and are 
daly being improved. The location of these roads 
is aach that competition and rival railroad builders 
wil have great difficulty in seriously affecting the 

wry. 

Colonel Cole added that the contract was for the 
Consolidation of the business interests of the com- 
panies, for the protection of the roads and would be 
permanent in character. The consideration and 
advisability of taking such action would be decided 
inthe future. By the terms of the contract. each 
e@npany was prohibited from building a rival line 
aygeinst the other.

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ARIZONA’S RAIL 


Arrival ‘ef the Mexican Engineer of Public Works. 

Trcsos, A T, September 29—Don Leopaldo Sea- 
fhora, inspecting engineer of public works of 
Mexico, arrived here last night from Boston, where 
he has been interviewing President Nickerson and 
directors of the Guayamas railroad, The Star. re- 
porter called upon him and learned that complaints 
had been made by parties that the railroad compa- 
ny had abandoned the contract it had made with 
the government of Mexico to construct its line from 
Guayamas to Hermasell, and from thence to El 
Paso, and that it had abandoned the El 
Paso route from Hermasell, and was building via 
Magdalena ua short route to connect with the South- 
eru Pacific. The construction wax at once ordered 
ktopped north of Hermasxell, and he was sent to in- 
quire into the matter, and upon conferring with Mr 
Nickerson and the board of directors learned that 
the company had abandoned the El Paso route, but 
found the Sonora river route almost impracticable 
on account of canons aud eere grades: that they 
were building the Magdalena route with 
a view of constructing the shortest 
practicable road to the Southern Pacific which 


| would enable them to carry their material and open 


‘up atonece, In reply to the question whether his 
oyernment would prohibit the building of the 
mi or the M lena route, he answered most 

emphatically, ‘‘No.’’ He said there Was 

nothing in the government's contract with 
the company to prevent them from 
building this route, that all they insisted 
was that the read be constructed to El Paso, or in 
the immediate neighborhood, within the time pro- 
vided in the contract. He said he favored the 
building of the Magdalena branch to at once con- 
nect with the Southern Pacific, so as to give the 
people of Sonora a short route to San Francisco, 


and that he could see no reason why 
he should not recommend it strongly to 
his government. He ieft this morning 


for Magdalena, in company with W KR Moreley,chief 
engineer of the Guayamas road. From all indiea- 
tions, the work will be commenced in a few days on 
the Magdalena route. As soon as the question is 
settled, work will be commenced on the Arizona 
Southern from Tueson to unite with the Guayamas 
road and Sonora line.

But even if the more respectable government 
of Calderon sliould prove victorious, the Chil- 
ians could not secure an acceptable treaty of 
peace, because the provincial congress is un- 
alterably opposed toany concession of terri- 
tory. 

Under the circumstances a long and en- 
forced occupation of the country in some 
form by Chili seems unavoidable. She holds 
the coveted mines, and her ships command 
every port; her soldiers can safely hold the 
narrew coast districts; andin that way she 
can await the return of sense among the Pe- 
ruvians of the interior. This programme is, 
however, a costly one, and the plucky little 
republic of Chili would gladly exchange oc- 
cupation for atreaty of peace. Noone now 
sees how such treaty can be secured, and the 
probabilities are that cither Peru will be per- 
manently occupied by Chili, or else the latter 
will collect through her fleet a war indemnity 
in the shape of heavy duties on all that passes 
into or out of the country. In either case the 
condition of the foreign residents of Peru will 
not be an enviable one.

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ATKINSON REVIEWED 


BY THE REV. W. E. BOGGS, OF AT- 
LANTA,. 


"The Industria) Economist of the North Takes Occa- 
sion to Slander the People of the South, and is 
Promptiy Met and Routed by ar Atlanta - 
Clergyman---Facts Versus Cant. 


Memphis Avalanche. 

Rev. W.E. Boggs, formerly a citizen of 
Memphis, has written an able paper which is 
printed in the October number of the Inter- 
national Review. It isa reply to Mr. Edward 
Atkinson's paper on the solid south published 
in the March number of the same magazine. 
Mr. Atkinson said: 

What then has been meant by the term ‘solid 
south in common speech? Geographically it in- 
<luded all the states south of the parallel of 36° 30 
or what is known as Mason and Dixon’s line, anc 
east of the Rocky mountains,together with the state 
of Missouri. Industrially, it included cotton, su- 

ar, rice and tobacco, which were, with very limited 
or conspicuous exceptions, examples of all that 
was wasteful and improvident, and it included 
raanufacturing and mechanic arts developed only 
in a most limited degree. Mentally, it expressed a 
habit of intolerance in thought __ pro- 
moting violence in action, the latter 
leading, to the frequent crime of homicide 
and the folly of the duel; it mistook for what it 
called chivalry that brute courage which has no re- 
spect for human life, and it substituted a jealousy 
of the indepenfent thought and action of other 
men fora sentiment of honor, of the true nature of 
which sentiment it had noconception. Morally, it 
descended toa depth of baseness which to-day is 
hard to be conceived. It permitted the chasing of 
men with bloodhounds, the flogging of naked wo- 
gen before the eyes of men and boys, the breeding 
of human live-stock, and the sale even of the very 
ehildren of those who engaged in the 
nefarious § traffic. Of course there were § in- 
<ividuals who furnished exceptions to these charac- 
teristics, but they were only exceptions, even if 
more numerous than those who enforced the rule; 
and the representatives of these exceptions would 
have been as powerless to control their several com- 
munities as the reformers of the north were power- 
less, until the passive war of which these character- 
istics were but the outward expression culminated 
in the active war by which they were swept out of 
existence. Politically, the term ‘solid south’ in- 
elnded only the bourbon idea of the section which 
it covered geographically. This bourbon idea 
was that all men are not born § free, 
but are born unequal in their rights; and 
ét was the function of the privileged few 
togovern the incapable many. It included those 
men who, though residing in the northern states, 
were foreign to them, and who as ‘‘dough-faces’’ 
and “copperheads,”’ did the dirty work of their 
southern masters—the same class who of late vears, 
by taking advantage of the popular meaning of the 
yord “democrat,”’ and perverting it to base pur- 
poses, have misled the masses of ignorant and un- 
thinking voters to the great danger of the country 
and to the misgovernment of - the great 
«ities whidh they infest. The very 
necessity oF the solid south before 
the war degraded southern men who possessed 
the ability of statesmen to the mean level of being 
advocates of a national crime, and kept them in 
bondage to a system which they knew to be base. 
Soon after the publication of ‘‘Uncle Tom's Cabin,’’ 
two friends of the writer, a distinguished publicist 
and his wife, took tea at the house of Senator Pres- 
ton. of South Carolina. After tea the talk of the 
‘two ladies turned upon the book. The senator, 
ordinarily a man of extreme and _ fastidious 
courtesy, gradually became excited, until at last 
he burst forth: “Yes! Mrs L, we've read ‘Unele 
Tom’s Cabin,’ and, by God! I swear it is true. I 
can match every incidentin it outof my own ex- 

verience.’’ Thus the convictions of the man burst 
forth in spite of himself, and proved all his public 
acts to be governed by no principle, and only con- 
trolled by a base necessity. . 

Mr. Bogys characterizes this indictment ‘‘as 
wholesale slander of the living and the dead, 
propounded by Mr. Atkinson in good faith, 
under the = prepossession that southern 
slavery was by the necessity of the case 
synonyme of forall that is dishonest, cruel 
and base, contaminating everything that came 
within the wide sweep of its baleful shadow.” 
Mr. Boggs asserts that there is no alienation 
between the poorer and richer whites in 
the south as has been’ charged. A 
hardier, braver and more’ independent 
<lass of men never lived than the poor whites 
of the south. Individuality, proud assertion 
of personal rights, even under the stern dis- 
cipline of the military code, was a peculiarity 
of the confederate infantry, seven out of ten 
of whom were non-slaveholders. He says the 
south is not “solid,” because of the latent 
secession feeling. The secéssion idea was 
abandoned when the south laid down its 
arms. He ascribes the solidity of the south 
to the dread of a conservative people to 
the inroads of the dominant party 

upon the constitution, and = the shock 
to southern judgment and ~—spreju- 
dices by the wholesale enfranchisement of the 
blacks. In fact, the most permanent source 
the pressure to keep the south solid is the 
problem of the negro race and the elements 
introduced by negro citizenship. However, 
ssavs Mr, Boggs: ‘‘Time, the great healer, is 
by degrees arranging this source of annoyance 
and irritation.”” Mr. Atkinson intentionally 
pictures the south of slavery in the darkest 
shades in order, as he says, to make the 
contrast greater between it and the new 
south which he pictures, in glow- 
ing colors. But Mr. Boggs considers 
that this is making romance of history. As 
the first fruits of personal liberty Mr. Atkin- 
son points to the steadily increasing crops of 
cotton for sixteen vears, while so good an 
authority as Mr. 8. M. Inman, of Georgia, de- 
clares the chief causes for this increase to be: 
1. Increase in population in the cotton grow- 
ing states, 2. The increased price stimulating 
production. 38. More perfect methods 
“ot collecting statistical information 
of the agvregate crop. 4, The 
discovery of South Carolina phosphates and 
the more general use of commercial manures, 
hastening the maturity of the plant and ex- 
tending the area of cultivation northward. 
5. The opening of new lands in the southwest, 
largely increasing the acreage of cotton culti- 
vation. 6. The increase in cotton culture has 
no more than kept pace with wheat and other 
crops in the north, 

Mr, Boggs finds a refutation of Mr. Atkin- 
son's harsh judgment as to southern brutal- 
ity toward the negro, by calling his attention 
to the fact that “‘we who went to the front 
confided our helpless families, our aged pa- 
rents, Wives and children, to the care of the 
slaves, Who never, in one single instance, are 
recorded as having deceived us-or betrayed 
the trust.”’ 

Mr. Atkinson can see nothing good in that 
“sum of all villainies,”’ slavery, and hence he 
makes all his fatts to suit his theory. There 
is no discrimination in his sweeping denun- 
ciation of the old south, and hencé the yul- 
nerability of his paper to so keen a con- 
troversialist as Dr. SORES. There 
Wats ho organized industry, no 
art, no science, no literature in 
the south,” exclaims Mr. Atkinson. But he 
affords the reader a chance to breathe, by 
adding: ‘But this record is no longer a faith- 
ful poente of the present time.’’ While 
frankly yielding the palm of literary merit to 
New England, Dr. Boggs mentions numerous 
southern statesmen, artists and poets whose 
works will never die. And as a further illus- 
tration of the fact that the literary and artis- 
tic inferiority of the south was not due to 
Slavery, he poizts to the potential literatures 
of the world—the Hebrew, the Greek, and the 
Roman, which were produced by slave-hold- 
ing nations.

The main drawback of the south so far, he 
says, has been a lack of capital among her 
farmers, and he very properly reasons that the 
fact that southern farmers in spite of all op- 
posing circumstances, such as scarce capital 
and the consequent high rates of interest, and 
ofits on advances, aud the new system of 
Eire resulting from the abolishment of the 
slave system, have not only kept their heads 
above water, but have actually made money, 
isthe very best proof that the south is the 
finest section for the farmer in America. As 
soon as capital comes in that will enable 
farmers to get money at low rates of interest 
and supplies at reasonable profits, as soon as 
they learn to diversify crops, to run a farm 
like a business man does his store, as does the 
northern farmer, the south will be the most 
prosperous country on earth. 

This is identically the same reasoning that 
we have been advancing and reiterating in 
articles in the Times for months past. In the 
influx of capital, the introduction of immi- 
grant model farmers, the revolutionizing of 
the present feudal system of landholding with 
small farms, the substitution of business 
methods and diversified crops for laziness, 
looseness and the monarchy of cotton, we 
have repeatedly asserted, lies the prospect of 
southern progress and prosperity. 

The arrangement has been made, and fre- 
quently alluded to in these columns in the 
last few weeks, by which the needed capital is 
to be supplied. Our farmers at last have 
opened_to them a way out of their embarrass- 
ments. If they will use it properly, so much 
the better for them, but if they do not, the 
country will no Jonger suffer, for their farms 
will pass into the hands-of others who will 
manage them systematically and ‘profitably. 

In the sure and immediate coming of one 
or the other of the results lies the greatness 
of this particular section. The farmers of a 
country are its backbone; when they are 
strong, the country is strong; when they give 
way the country gives way. The black belt of 
Alabama is daily taking the steps, earlier than 
have been possible in any otha section, that 
will make it the most flourishing garden spot 
in the south. When these rich lands are 
thickly peopled with a thrifty, aspiring class 
of small white farmers, our city will be the 
commercial metropolis of the state. This 
event will come about in the future as surely 
as there isany logic in the course of events. 
It is Selma’s duty to realize this, act upon her 
belief in herself, and assist in bringing it about 
at the earliest moment. 

How can this be done? Mr. Inman's article 
tellsus. We have the railroads, which he 
truly says are the greatest agents in the devel- 
opment of a section. And the principal ones 
are, we believe, in the capable management 
that he demonstrates to be necessary to their 
fullest usefulness, and are inclined to make 
of this place one of those great ‘‘interior har- 
bors’ of which hespeaks. But what can we 
do to assist? In the first place, he says, we 
must stop croaking. The south is rich, pros- 
perous, and men working actively and intelli- 
gently are making money. If vou are 
not, itis your own fault. But if you are 
not successful, don’t throw cold water on 
every movement about to make some one else 
successful. Encourage all such innovations, 
and you willsoon see that the prosperity of 
others will react in your favor. The success 
of the mass brings success to the individual. 
Be full of the future greatness of your coun- 
try, your section, your town. Impress your- 
self and you will impress others. 
Such a course made Atlanta, Nash- 
ville and New Orleans what they are, 
and will make them whatever they will 
be. When you meet travelers from those 
places they are enthusiastic, even unto a 
ridiculoms extreme we sometimes think, 
about their cities, but their predictions are 
usually fulfilled. Imitate their example, 
believe in yourself, and others will believe in 
You. Praise everything. Be sanguine. Again 
he charges us to be courteous to travelers from 
the north. Treat them as they are entitled to 
be from the evident standing they have at 
their homes. Give them information. Show 
them what advantages your place has and get 
them to invest. Showthem your appreciation 
of what they can do and your recognition of 
the need of its being done. ‘ 

Again encourage the. great railway combi- 
nations reasonably. Let them get hold of the 
short local lines and incorporate them in 
their systems. The railroads, as Mr. Inman 
Suys, are the creatures of the country. The 
country makes them whatever they become, 
and it is sense and justice as well as policy, to 
encourage them and enable them to make 
the country as thickly settled, as fully devel- 
oped and prosperous as their dictates of inter- 
est plainly demand. 

Like Mr. Inman we see nothing in the way 
of a bright future, not only for the whole 
south, but for this section, this city. Like 
him we are enthusiastic and extremely san- 
guine,and have been for years. Let others 
study his article and absorb the same spirit. 
The country will thus be greatly benefited. 
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ARTHUR’S INTIMATES. 


Who May Havea Good Deal te Do With the New Ad- 
ministration. 
New York Letter to the Boston Herald. 

George Bliss stands foremost in character 
and ability among Arthur's intimate friends, 
has al! alone been his confidant and adviser, 
and it will be surprising indeed if he does not 
zo intothe new cabinet. Bliss is astout man, 
of medium height, with a full face, remarka- 
bly light complexion, and = hair which, 
though now tinged with gray, was formerly 
so flaxen that, when he was private secretary 
to Governor Morgan, he was popularly known 
as “‘Morgan’s towheaded boy.’”’ He comes 
of an old Massachusetts family, Spring- 
field being his birthplace, and about 
fifty. He is a Harvard graduate, and a 
lawyer of great ability. His professional 
practice is largely in insurance cases, and he 
is the attorney for several leading companies. 
He is said.to be worth $1,000,000. partly from 
inheritance and partly by his own accumula- 
tion through labor and lucky investment. 
He isa politician from love of politics and 
not for pecuniary gain. He. is tearless and 
aggressive. Asa member of the governor's 
staifduring the war he had charge of the 
maintenance and transportation of troops in 
this city, and it was then that he formeda 
friendship with Arthur, who was a quarter- 
master general. His services at that period 
are said to have been honest and valuable. 
He has been an excellent United States dis- 
trict attornev. He is a charter member of 
the Union League club, and a frequenter of 
its house, where he is popular and influen- 
tial. Heis the the author of ‘‘Bliss’s Anno- 
tated Code,”’ and of several works on insu- 
rance law. He has traveled extensively 
abroad and has some linguistic acquirements. 

He has been an organizer in his party. 
Stephen B. French is Arthur’s boon com- 
anion. He used tobe a merchant at Sag 
arbor, L. I1., and@@abbled in politics there, 
serving one term @® treasurer of his county. 
He was not successful in business, and in 
1879 Arthur brought him here to make hima 
police commissioner. He is something over 
fifty, has white hair and moustache, is stout, 
and below the average in height. He is not 
brilliant, mentally or morally, and is set down 
as a politician for what he can make. He is 
essentially a different man from Bliss, and 
Elihu Root is quite as different from either. 
Root is a young lawyer of thorough culture, 
striking ability and high ambition. He has 
for several years been practicing lawn part- 
nership with Willard Bartlett. His age is not 
more ee thirty-five, ifso much, and he is 
rather a kandsome fellow, with sufficient self- 
confidence to enable him to employ all his 
brains on any occasion. He ran for judge of 
the court of common pleas last year and was 
beaten. He did not do much irfa political 
way until recently, and his intimacy with 
Arthur is not of long standing. Socially his 
connections are pretentious, and his fricnds 
rd him-.as bound to make his mark 
whenever he gets the opportunity—say as at- 
torneyfreneral. ‘Daniel G. Rollins is our dis- 
trict attorney, by appointment to succeed the 
late Benjamin K. Phelps, whose first assistant 
he was for a nea cing years. Rollins is a 
small, active man of thirty-five, with a good 
round head, no airs, and really remarkable 
ability as a public prosecutor. Rollins is a 
fale graduate,.thoronghly respectable in his 
personal conduct and relations, quite popular

among lawyers and an able schemer in politics, 
His intimacy with Arthur arises from political 
association and is based principally on mutual 
interests. Rollins’s brains are ofa supericr 
quality and he uses them as Arthur directs 
receiving political preferment in return. 
Enough has already been written to show that 
Arthur’s companions are of varied sorts, and 
this illustrated further by Thomas. Murphy 
and Pierre C. Van Wyck, who are alike only 
in a desire for office. John R. Lydecker was 
Arthur's deputy in the custom house and with 
him was turned out. He had long held ap- 
pointive oftices, but has not fared well siffce, 
though now inthe assembly. He is a good 
looking six-footer of 56and a most faithful 
henchman of Conkling.

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GATH PICTURES GUITEAU 


AND BRINGS OUT WHAT THERE 
WAS IN HIM. 


A Fine Line Engraving of the Assassin---The Ava- 
lanche of Republican Abuse Which was Heaped 
Upon Garfield, and Its Effect Upon Gui- 
teau’s Mind---A Thorough Egotist. 


Cincinnati Enquirer. ( 
September 27.—I returned to 
New York this morning, having had the bene- 
fitofthree reflective days at the. national 
capital following the removal of’ President 
Garfield's remains. The last of the fussy poli- 
ticians had gone to Cleveland, and there was 
a thoughtful temper in the airof Washington, 
One of the first things I did was to telephone 
to the district attorney, Corkhill,an old ac- 
quaintance, and appoint a talk with him. Hie 
is the only person in the country, except pos- 
sibly the jailer, who has had any prolonged 
conversation with the

assassin, Guiteau, and 


on a glimpse of his person. 

I went to the district attorney's office, and 
spent about two hours there alone with him, 
inspecting the implements of the crime and 
obtaining Mr. Corkhill’s theory concerning it. 
Corkhill is, I think, a native of the Isle of 
Man. between the Irish, Scottish En- 
giish coasts. The people are called Manxmen. 
I think he came to this country when a child, 
though it is possible he may have been born 
after his Manx parents came here. He was a 
lawyer in lowa, and married the eldest daugh- 
ter of Judge Miller, of the supreme court in 
Iowa. He hassince married the step daughter 
of the late Hiram Walbridge, of New York, 
who wus avery close friend of Horace Gree- 
ley. Mr. Corkhill came to Washington city 
about twelve years ago and published the 
Daily Chronicle. He was appointed United 
States district attoraey by President Hayes, 
at the requeat of Judge Miller. He is about 
forty-five years old, with a round head and 
very broad face, and sufficient address, incis- 
ive, and with pertinacity enough to make 4 
good prosecutor. It is barely possible, how- 
ever, that he lacks the real dislike and hate of 
the assassin necessary to express to a jury the 
reality of his crime. 

I thought I observed in the conversation 
which ensued that Guiteau had not wholly 
failed te make some impression on Mr. Cork- 
hill as to his sincerity and accountability. It 
may have been, also, his desire to create the 
fullest character for responsibility in the cul- 
prit, so that he may not avoid punishment by 
pleading insanity or imbecility. After Mr. 
Corkhill took his office, and long before the 
assassination of Mr. Garfield, he had engaged 
to write a legal analysis of the crime of 
Booth, the killerof Mr. Lincoln. He had pre- 
pared scrap-books of newspapers and printed 
matter and original testimony for this pur- 
pose, when he suddenly found himself the 
custodian of all Guiteau’s apparatus, and face 
to face with a presidential assassin himself. 

Sittingin the district attorney's. office, in 
the old city hall, built seventy years ugo by 
Hodfield, one of the early architects, which 
hall is now having a back put toit of the same 
old Potomac freestone, Mr. Corkhill began by 
opening a large safe and producing a- pistol! 
with a white bone handle, a ve ry thick, sq fhar- 
ish wssemblage of metal at the revolving part 
and a short barrel, with asight at the end of 
it. The whole thing was about tive and a half 
inches long by nearly four inches from the 
end of the handle to the top of the trigger, 
but wus rather a clumsy pistol; made 
of common materials by some English or 
American manufacturer with some knowl- 
edge of its chief market. To a boor or a town 
rowdy this pistol would seem a very hand- 
some thing. An expert in revolvers would 
notice the coarse finish upon it and the large- 
ness of the parts. Pushed in beneath the 
pistol was a sort of hoop of metal inclosing 
the trigger. On top of the barrel was a string 
of letters, beneath which issued the terrible 
ball, saving, ‘‘English bull-dog."” Nowhere 
around the pistol could any mark be found 
indicating where it was made. This omission 
1 took to mean that it was one of those cheap 
and not very sure or sufe revolvers intended to 
be sold by the gun stores, so that they could 
make a good, big profit by retailing itat $10. I 
deubt if the pistol alone cost the gun-shop 
man over §), if se much. 

“Look out!” said the district attorney; “all 
the cartridges are in there loaded, except the 
two Guiteau fired at the president. 

He allowed me to take the pistol in my 
hand and feel some of the accursed weight 
and superficial sensation of lifting and point- 
ing it which the villain who had shot the 
president experienced. The district attor- 
ney now drew with his pen-knite the copper 
cases of the two e xploded cartridges, which 
were, perhaps, an inch in length, and a wo- 
man might get her little finger into them, 
though they are hardly of the diaméter of a 
thimble. From a piece of payer Mr. Cork- 
hill unrolled one of the leaden slugs, the 
second one Guiteau fired, and put it in my 
hand—a broken piece lead about as long 
asa finger-nail, considerably thicker than a 
lead pencil. : 

“There you have the weapon.’ said he. 
“Asa preat many stories have been told about 
this assassination, which have no basis in faet, 
and xre either inistakes or inventions, I will 
show you how Gartield was murdered with 
this weapon.”’ He then sent for a series of 
maps of the depot building, one of which was 
on the largest scale and had carefully traced 
upon itall the movements of the respective 
parties, confirmed by Guiteau himself, 
‘This pistol,”’ suid Mr. Corkhill, ‘*was bought 
for the purpose of this murder at five o'clock 
on the morning that he was to kill Garfield. 
Hie went to the foot of Seventeenth street, 
near the old house where it was said 
Dooth’s conspirators were to abduct Mr. 
Lincoln, and he fired at a mark. 
Having satistied himself that the pistol 
turned properly in its shell and would fire 
straight, he waited until it was time for the 
preside nt to ge to the depot, hired a carriage, 
went to the depot, and took aseat here in the 
ladies’ room (pointing to the spot’. When 
the president came in Guiteau got behind 
him so close that when he reached out an 
arm, as I do with this pistol, it Was not more 
taan three or four feet from the president's 
body. It was that first shot which entered 
the president's body, staggered and for a 
moment: bent him up before he fell. No 
other shot entered his body afterward, though 
Guiteau did fire again. The president not 
dmmediately falling, and the  sssassin 
being completely intent on finishing the 
deed, fired, and the shot passed 
as the president was sinking down. This 
shot did not enter his body at all. There was 
a traveling glazier in the large room of the 
depot between the ladies’ room and the train. 
Ife heard the first shot and it frightened him. 
While he was wondering there was another 
shot, and he felt the glass in his pack which 
he takes out to mend windows here and there 
cracked asif struck by a ball. He became so 
scared that he instantly left the depot. When 
he took off his pack inthe evening to see 
how much glass was broken he _ found this 
lead from the second cartridge, which had 
probably gone over Garfield's shoulder as he 
was falling and struck that pack of glass. 
There is no doubt whatever,” said Mr. Cork- 
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hill, “that this piece of lead you are holding

Here,” said the district attorney, ‘are some 
shotographs of him just as good as they can 
% taken. If you were to go down to the jail 
and see him you could have no better idea of 
him than you can get from these pictures. He 
may look. a little dirtier and more insignifi- 
cant, for these are not full length pictures. ’ 

I took a series of these pictures in my hand 
and observed at once that the type of the as- 
sassin was French. He looked to one like a 
low Frenchman; like those ‘around the bar- 
riers of Paris; one who would steal or eat dis- 

eased meat, or espy the police in both direc- 
msi whenever he came out of his house. The 
eye had it in the confession of a spirit with 
serious intentions, yet no province of work or 
application; the eye of such a Frenchinan as 
might in times of socialism have a following, 
or create for himself a small and radical noto- 
riety somewhere between the fanbourgs and 
newspapers. His hair was crop ped and his 
i which extended around the chops and 
jaw, and also assumed the likeness of a mius- 

tache, was very thin, as ifthe natural soil of 
the man’s skin was poor, and yet his mouth 
had that arch indicative of obstinacy of 
yurpose. His nose was short and broad. 
fis perceptive bumps above his _ eye- 
brows were pretty good, but the line between 
them, coming down the middle of the fore- 
head, was deeply cut, as if mental worry and 
the loss of memory had wrinkled him there. 
The eyes were large, unsatistied, introspec- 
tive, as if they turned within himself and 
found nothing there that did not throw them 
out again with the world, yet thinking of the 
wreck he was. The forehead was rather low, 
but broad, and the ears stood out stubby and 
belligerent. He is such a looking man us 
you ‘night expect to’ find some night fum- 
bling in your bureau for valuables, w ho would 
first stop to explain that it was a mistake 
about his being there, and would next 
try to thrust «a _§ knife into you 
if he found you had him in a corner, 
The face was blasted with all its hopes de- 
ferred until the world seemed to have closed 
around him and left nothing there but the 
resources of a thief. Not one of these pictures 
indicates a Frenchman of the same general 
type that put assassination with the regular 
agencies of politics. 

“Is this man crazy, Colonel Corkhill?”’ 

“No; he is neither crazy nor destitute 
intelligence and requirements. 
crazy than any of the people we have seen 
who havetold us than on a certain day or 
night God had pardoned all their sins; that 
they felt them slide off’. 1 remember an old 
kinsman of mine who was a clergyman of the 
Methodist church, who related to me how, at 
asingle moment of time, all his sins had 
escaped from his back and made him anew 
creature. I couldn't say he was a crazy man, 
nor could Tsay that he lied. That is all the 
assuniption Guiteau’ makes of craziness—that 
he received by inspiration the idea that he 
must kill Garfield in order tounite the broken 
columns of the republican party. He says it 
took hold of him as nothing ever did before, 
and he felt that he was going to doa greut 
deed which no one else in the country would 
dare undertake.”’ 

“Well, colonel, there must be something 
peculiar about the man to drive him to assume 
such a commission, even if it had been a good 
one,’

who thinks a great deal of himself. He

He 
thinks his speeches, his looks, his arguments 
at the bar, his general views as to politics and 
party management are the views of a great 
man.” 

Here Colonel Corkhill took up one of Guit- 
eau’s books in a red cover, cntitled, ‘’Trath,’ 
a title which seems to strike every scoundrel 
in the country as the proper designation for 
his econeoctions. The district attorney had 
marked his book, and Guiteau himself had 
rewritten parts of it in ink, italicised places 
and made corrections, and written on the tly- 
leaf that this was a correct copy. Corrections 
must appearin future editions or something 
to that effect. The district attorney said: 

‘Now this book has nothing in it indicative 
of an eccentric mind; nothing in the least 
suggestive of an insane man. He proceeded 
to read passages Which struck me as almost a 
reproduction of ordinary prayer-meeting and 
class-meeting talk. Guiteau went on to say 
there was nothing worth consideration in this 
world but Christian faith. Hereproved Hen- 
ry Ward Beecher for having mixed himself 
up in scandal, thereby reducing the cause of 
Christ. Hie referred to Dr. Sova as not 
having dignity enough when he argued for 
his Divine Master. He adduced one other 
clergyman, the Rev. Mr. Murray, of Boston, 
for having run away without paying his bills, 
after having been considerable 6f a showman, 
and said that it was asad record in the Chris- 
tian diary. ‘People of the world,’ says Crui- 
teau, ‘place a good deal of stress on all these 
things, and Christianity run down by 
means of them.’ 

‘He speaks of corrupt books, and says that 
Tom Paine’s ‘Age of Reason’ ought never to 
have seen the light of circulation: that it was 
acrime, beeause it demoralized the conscience 
of young people. There is not a single idea in 
the book above the ordinary stupid yet well- 
meaning, exhorter or class-leader, and, as far 
as | could see, not asingle point of originality. 
His haying published any books will, in some 
quarters, create an interest In him. 

“Now,” Said Colonel Corkhill, ‘“‘Guiteau is 
aman of slight ability, as it seems from this 
publication, yet he appears to value every- 
thing he does at the highest. I should eall 
him an egotist, with an inclination for morals 
and affairs, Perhaps, when he seized the idea 
of killing the president, it up in ht 
mind as an inspiration, and his intense tem- 
perament immediately fastened upon it, and 
carricd it into effect.”

“He says he never was insulted in his life 
by either Mr. Blaine or Mr. Gartield; that he 
never indulged in an instant’s feeling of spite 
wainst them. He wanted to be consul to 
Paris, and thought his claims were considera- 
ble—enough to get him the position; but 
While waiting for this place the other idea 
seems to have crossed his mind, that he could 
harmonize the republican party by putting 
Garfield out of the way and letting Arthur 
succeed him. From this moment he threw 
away his claims to office,and was wholly ab- 
sorbed by the other idea.’ “It is not true, 
either,’ continued Mr. Corkhill, ‘that he 
dogged the president around the white house 
steps. He did keep a watch on the white 
house from the opposite square, and par- 
ticularly abehed the newspapers — to 
find ott the movements of the president. 
After this idea took possession of him tt 
would hardly have been possible to save Gar- 
field. It seems to methe nun had put the 
whole remnantof his willintothe design, and 
the only chance Garfield had was in Guitean 
being arrested and disarmed before he could 
carry out the purpose. He kept the whole 
thing to himself, however, not trusting any- 
body in the world with his intention, and 
therefore when the act was done it looked to 
many like a conspiracy, and tuok everybody 
by surprise.”

“As to that,”’ replied the colonel, “Guiteau 
had made a collection of newspaper publica- 
tions,severe criticisms on Gartield, nearly all 
taken from the republican press. You must 
remember that before Garfield was shot there 
was a good deal of hard comment upon him. 
Perhaps the majority of republican news- 
papers were invidious and censorious. A few 
of them were fullof gall. Correspondents were 
sent to Washington for the purpose of writing 
Gartield down. He was accused of insine erity, 
cunning, malice and many other things. 

“The senate was arrested for a long period. 
Not acting on the business before it, this man 
Guitean, impecunious, uneasy and rushing 
up toward fame, t! hought he perceived justifi- 
cation enough te go and buy that rae With 
his last cent and shoot Garfield. hat is what 
I make out of the contents of his mind,” said 
Corkhill, ‘That is the line of justification he 
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takes—that his motives were i diel that God 
inspired them, and that the result shows that 
God was on his side and that he was not mis- 
taken; that he had no malice—indeed, it was 
only a sacrifice to a mission—a great duty.” 
“How do you account for -his being such : 
beat with all that fine philosophy?” OW ell,’ 
said the colonel, “‘he is sensitive about that. 
When I went to see him right after the crime 
[ said to him: ‘Mr. Guiteau, admitted what 
you say as to your sense of duty, you will 
also concede that I have my duty to perform. 
I will give you a chance to state to me what 
accomplices } you had in this murder. You 
may give me Whatever reply you choose, but 
I will know the truth. E very man and 
woman with whom you associate will be 
marked throughout this nation unless you 
relieve them by giving the names of your 
accomplices.’ 

“*Well,’ said Guiteau, ‘that is easy enough. 
Tam the very man who received the mission, 
and I did not receive it from the human 
source. Jam liable to be indicted and tried 
for the shooting of the president, but not for 
any other act of my life. You have no right 
to inquire whether | paid this bill or that bill, 
because that don’t belong to this act. I shot 
the president. If he dies I can be tried for 
murder. If he does notdie I can be sent to 
prison for a few years. Thatis all you can 
do.’ 

“T found that he had inquired into the laws 
of the district affecting this crime. He alsv 
expressed surpise that [would do such a bru- 
tal thing as to annoy his relatives, friends and 
acquaintances, Ihave seen ne other 
insanity about him,” said Mr, Corkhill, *‘than 
this exalted idea of his own value, and of the 
utility and propriety of all his acts. He 
would go to the gallows with his head proudly 
in the ujr if the execution was public enough.’’ 

Mr. Kk. B. Wright, of Chicago, correspondent 
at Washington of the Tribune, said to me to- 
day: “I know-Guiteau very well. He infested 
the Tribune office till he was called a 
dead beat in its columns. When he sued the 
paper for libel they proposed to plead und 
prove the trath of the charges, and he never 
pressed the suit. I think malice was a large 
part Of his animus against Garfield. He had | 
been repulsed both at the white house 
state department. His great egotism tended 
to make him devilishly sensitive. 
bly brought’ suit against newspapers which ex- | 
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posed him as a boarding-house dead-beat, and | 


insublime assurance would sometimes 
prompt him to propose 
the suit for an interestin the paper. I think 
he felt envenonied against the administration, 
and looking about for some means ot revenge 
thought he would plead a religious duty. He 
has a wild look out of his eyes, and some peo- 
ple would think him crazy. His talk, how- 
ever, is plausible, and asa borrower and board- 
ing-house beat he is remarkable. He willask 
for any amount as a loan, never stand- 
ing on a small amount when he can get 
a large sum. It by no means certain 
that he will be tried. Suicide he would 
probably lack the courage to try, but I have 
anticipated that some of the guards might kill 
him.

A CORONER’S INQUEST.

The Jury Returns a Verdict That SurD’ 4sca the Re- 
porter. 

At il o'clock yesterday morming «<toroner Hilburn 

began an inguiry inte the cat @s leading to the 

death of James P Sraith,the man found dead on the 

side track near the Atlanta totton factory Wednes- 


day night. 

The beady was lsing on astretcher in the hallway 
where it wae placed Wednesday night. It was 
in the same condition as when found on the track, 
except that the bruises about the head and face 
were plainer than when the body was removed, 
After a jury had been secured the cvidence was de- 
yoeed, but beyond the fact. that the man had been 
ivand en the track, nothing could be ascertained 
that threw any light upon the mystery. 

The first witness examined was F B Kendrick, the 
engineer, who swore that he was pushing some cars 
up the Western and Atlantic track at 7:20 o'clock 
last evening when Mr Duke, one of the couplers in 
the vard, came to him and said somebody had been 
hurt. Investigation developed the fact that de- 
ceased had becn cut to pieces, but the witness didn't 
know whether the accident happened while going 
upor backingdown. Engine was on side track, 
running at rate of two miles an hour; the man 
apparently had been dead some time when witness 
saw him; there was no blood upon the ground 
where the body was found; ho one but boys about; 
was quite dark when the accident occurred. 

The next witness, J M Duke, testified that he was 
on the coal car nextto the engine; that he felt the 
jar consequent upon contact of the body with the 
foot board, thought it was caused by broken bumper; 
that he looked back and saw something on the 
track which looked like a man; that the train was 
moving at a rate of two miles an hour or theren- 
bouts: and that the body was lying across the rail 
with the head towards the fair ground, 

John M Crawford testitled to the same facts as the 
two previous witnesses, with the exception Mat he 
saw a pool of blood some twenty feet below where 
the ots was found; he thought the accident hap- 
pened while the engine was going up. 

"he yard conductor, George Kogers, who was the 
first mun to goto the body, threw no additional 
light upon the matter further than the fact that he 
found the body. The deceased was lying on his 
face with his coat over his head. Mr Rogers felt for 
his pulse; the body was not quite cold; saw blood 
on the track: eyes were half open; never remeim- 
bered of havingseen the deceased before; saw signs 
of the body having been dragged some distance; a 
man falling off the platform would, no cars being 
on the track, fall upon the rails. 

J F Crawford, one of the gentlemen who was with 
Smith Wednesday evening before the accident hap- 
pened, testified as follows: Was with deceased yers- 
terday between 5and6 o'clock; deceased was a wit- 
ness against James Little in the United States court, 
who is aceused of bandling liquor in a questionable 
way; deceased took a drink of whisky at Carroll's 
saloon; he seemed to be ‘‘right smartly’’ under the 
influence of liquor; oe and saw him no 
more until after the accident. 

The other gentleman, who was seen with Smith 
Wednesday was J F Little. whoxe testimony was as 
follows: Saw deceased last near the court house; 
had a case in the United States court, in which 
Smith was witness for the prosecution; took dinner 
with deceased yesterday; was on friendly terms; 
Smith was quite drunk, and left him in front of the 
suloon. 

Several other witnesses were examined but no 

a iditi mal facts could be ascertained. Kuottand Drs 
N O Harris then made ane xamination of the body for 
the benefit of the jury. Both legs were found to 
have been amputated by the cars mear the ankle, 
andalso broken in two places above the knees, 
Both arms were also broken, one 
in two places, and the neck completely dislocated. 
On the face were found several bruises which were 
doula ess made by the body being dragged under 
the engine. The head was also badly cut 
in many places and the body presented 
a horrible appearance, sickening all who gazed up- 
oui it. 
After the above facts had been made known by 
the physician to the jury, they expressed a desire 
to visit the scene of the accident in order to ac- 
quaint themselves with the prubability of an aeci- 
dental death. After reaching the place the jary 
then repaired to the National hotel, where they 
found the following verdict: 

ATLANTA, September 29, 1851—We, the jury, im- 
pannelled and sworn to inquire into the cause of 
the death of James P Smith, here,iying dead, find 
from the evidence adduced that he came to his 
death by the hands of some unknown_ parties and 
puton the Western and Atlantic railroad track 
to disguise the crime, and do makea special request 
of Governor A H Colquitt to issué a reward fur the 
arrest and conviction of said parties. 

S F KINCAID, Foreman. 

YF A HILBURN, Coroner. 

The verdict was a complete surprise to the physi- 
cians as wellasto every one who heard the testi- 
mony. In the evidence there was nothing whatever 
indicating foul play, but, on the contrary, every- 
thing gave the death an appearance of accidental 
rather than otherwise. .So completely did the phy- 
sicians disagree with the jury that they 
wrote the following card which they requested 
the coroner to attach to the verdict. That the ver- 
dict is an erroneous one, all who heard the evidence 
are satisfied: 

{RATLANTA, September 29, 1881—We, the undersign- 
alter being duly sworn, have held a post mortem 
examination on the body of James P Smith, now 
lying dead at 63 Thurmond Street. After hearing the 
evidence in this case and examining the body, are 
of the opinion that said Smith, while in a state of 
intoxication, either fell or lay on the railroad track 
and was killed by the cars or engine passing over 
his body. J JKNotr, MD, 

N O Harris, M D. 

After the inquest had been «ompleted Coroner 
Hilburn viaited Governor Brown, and stating the 
detuils to him, said that Smith's ertate was unable 
to defray the burial expenses. Governor Brown 
ordered Smith's body buried at the expense of the 
road.

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THE CITIZENS’ MEETING 


re ee ee 


Assembled to Considvr the Questien of Entertaining 
Our Visitors. 

tesponding to the call of the citizens’ committee 

published in yesterday’s CONSTITUTION, a large 

number of citizens assembled in the representative 

hall last night. The audience was composed of the 


leading business men of the city, many of whom 
were accompanied by their wives and daughters. 

At s:30ex+Mayor Calhoun called the meeting to 
orderand said: “Sometime in the month of De- 
cember I had the honor to preside over the first 
meeting held in the interest Of the Atlanta cotton 
exposition. Since then the exposition has gone on 
until now success has crowned its every 
effort. At a meeting held Friday night at De- 
Give’s opera house, 2 committee of citizens was ap- 
pointed to co-operate with the exposition commit- 
tee in arranging the opening exercises for next 
Wednesday. That committee thought it wise to 
have amass meeting of the,citizens of Atlanta 
for the purpose of advising the people of the city ef 
the plans for the opening, ete, and as chainnan of 
the citizens’ committees I am called upon 
to preside over this meeting, during 
which you will be made ucquainted 
with what you are expected to do.”’ 

He then spoke of the advantages that the cotton 
expesition would bring to the city, and of the im- 
mense proportions the projec® had assumed. He 
said thatthe display of the advantages of the state 
that would be made at the exposition would 
redound to the benefit ol the state. 
Continuing, he said: ‘‘We have invited the people 
of the north, south east and west, to join with wus 
and see the advantages of ourstate. The people 
of the north and south have been estranged but the 
recent sorrow that has spread itself over the whole 
union has wiped away the bitter feeling, and to- 
day a stronger feeling of friendship pervades the 
two sections,”’ 

Mr Calhoun then advised his audience to take 
into consideration the entertainment of the vast 
crowds that will visit Atlanta and urged upon them 
the necessity of meeting this feature squarely. He 
said that Atlanta would beon dress parade before 
the world and asked that when the command 
shouid be given that arms be presented in military 
manner, ase then spoke of the opening day 
and, asked whether or not the city 
should be decorated, whether or not 
residences should be thrown open, and a recep- 
tion given the visitors. The speaker paid a hand- 
some compliment to Director-General Kimball and 
his executive committee. During his entire speech 
Mr Calhoun had the undivided attention of hi- au- 
dience, and was frequently interrupted by loud 
uppl. use; especially was this the case whenever he 
referred to Atlanta, her growth and prosperity. 

Mr Sam inman then took the stand and 
said: “When we began this exposi- 
tion, the question was where shall the money 
come from’ One ofthe railroad companies came 
up With $10,000 and we felt considerably elated. We 
had no idea that it would require so much money, 
but by paying as we went we have kept on the safe 
side. Then our sister cities when called upon came 
handsomely to our aid, and we have never yet 
needed a dollar. In order to show the faith of the 
people I wil say that at the last moment 
we discovered that $10,000 was yet, 
on account of the inadequacy of the buildings for 
the great display, necessary, and we are LOW &s- 
sured pearly tue fall amount.’”’ 

Mr Ininan then detailed the manner in which the 
uusiness of the association has ‘been conducted. 
He gave a review of the workings of the 
asociation by showing the munner = in 
which a bill was paid. He then spoke of 
the manner in which the pay rolls’ were indorsed 
for payment, and added that the director general 
had said to him that it was less trouble to secure 
money than it was to get the executive committee 
tospend it. He also spoke of the economy of the 
executive comanittee. The speaker put the 
expenses of the exposition at $22,000 to 
$250,000 and the assets, exclusive of the gate re- 
ceipts, at $200,000, and said that ifthe gate receipts 
amounted to anything, the success of the associa- 
tion was assured, He referred tu the hospitality of 
Atlanta, and said that now was the time for the 
people to make an exhibition of this virtue. “lt 
remains to be seen,’’ said the speaker, 
“whether or not this - project is 
worthy of success. Shall we make ourselves 
famous, orshall we like Venice, by extortion, go 
down. LIthink that this feature should be closely 
watched,”’ | 

He then spoke of the opening next Wednesday, 
and said he thonght the duy should be made a hol- 
iday. Mr Inman's remarks were well reeeived. 

Major Kb E Crane, the next speaker, began by pay- 
ing a high compliment to the speech of his prede- 
cessor, and expressed great regret at being sand- 
wiched -between him and the gentleman who 
spoke next—Hon Nat Hammond. He said: ‘The 
best years of iny mankood have been = spent 
here in Atlant, and what success I have achieved. 
or what misfortunes I have had, have been here, 
and | hope the rest of my days may be spent in At- 
lanta. Whattime aud means 1 have are for the 
benetit of Atlanta. He then referred to the offi- 
cers of the association, and after recounting 
the positions, spoke of the arduous work iu behalf 
of Atlanta's good, ‘To the director general who has 
worked so fuithtully he paid quite a compliment. 
He also spoke in the highest termsof Mr sam In- 
man, and suid, ‘‘tohim more than to apy other man 
ix attributable the suecess of the exposition.’’ The 
speaker stated that the exposition was contemplated 
for the good that would result to the south and to 
Atlanta He then spoke of the prosperity of the 
city, and said that no town in the union had more 
nerve than Atlenta, He called \tlanta the bright- 
est jewel in Georgin’s diadem, He referred to the 
various conventio .s of different bodies held in At- 
lanta and sat. that the delegates had gone 
back home is missionaries telling 7 
Atianta’s hospitality and prosperity but 
that this exposition was a bigger advertisement for 
Atianta than all of these put together; in fact was 
the biggest advertisement the city had ever had. In 
Closing Major Crane expressed a hope that the city 
would make Weduesday a general holiday and 
that the day would be one loug remembered. 

The lasi speaker was Hon N J Hammond, who be- 
gan by deploring his want of knowledge upon the 
question under consideration. He said: ‘Il have 
had no connection with the cotton exposition, and 
am not interested in it inany way other than the 
good that will accrue to Atlanta. I know of it only 
as you do, thetis by the articles. IT have seen from 
time to time in the papers, aud I must say that I 
have frequently thought that they were puiting 
themselyes a little too much, but since coming 
here to-night, and listening to the remarks of those 
who have preceded me, I have changed my mind 
I have always had faith in Atlania, out her pros- 
perity is not due to the fact that she js 1,100 feet 
above the sea; that you may pass 100 miles out of 
the city without crossing water; that you may work 
here all the summer; but on account of her pro- 
gressive citizenus,”’ 

The speaker then referred to the population of 
Atlanta, and said that every state in the union had 
its representative in Athunta, and as an illustration 
of the Variety of its citizens cited the board of edu- 
cation, composed of thirteen men, only one of 
whom was a native Georgian. Continuing, he said: 
“The secret of our success is that every citizen of 
Atlanta feels it his duty toattend first to himselfand 
then to Adanta. Itis said we. blow our owu trum- 
pet. «Well, wedo, and we have aright to do it. 
‘We can do whatever is possible,’ is the motto of 
Atlanta. Haveu't you often said Atlanta is trying 
to do too much’ Have youever seen her fail in 
anything?’ Mr Hammond then’ spoke at 
length of “the wpulation of Atlanta 
from her infancy, and said its growth was unpre- 
eedented. ide declared Georgia the center of the 
cotton belt, and said: “i understand if you take a 
cotton seed from Georgia to India and plant it, it 
degenerates, but if.you bring one from India to 
Georgia and plant it, it grows better and better 
every year, thusevidencing the fact that Georgia 
soil is the home for cotton. 

The speaker then referred to the absolute necessi- 
ty of the cotton of the south to the world, and de- 
clared that all else could be abandoned with greater 
euse than cotton. 

He spoke of the necessity of entertaining the 
visitors who come to Atlanta and referred to the 
generosity and hospitality of Cincinnati at the re- 
cent opening of the Cincinnati Southerg rmilway, 
and the good that resulted to the queen city there- 
by. Referring to the desire of sume to make money 
out of visitors, he said that a man on the same 
floor with his office hed a boy busy 
for an entire week figuring how much he could 
make by keeping boarders—seven in a room—at 
H.50 per day, and that he died in two weeks, He 
enumerated the class of visitors that would come to 
Athwnta and exhorted his audience tw throw open 
their doors and entertain then. Mr. Hammond, at 
the beginning of his speech, caught the sympathy 
of his hearers,and when he retired it was amid 
a tremendous applause. His speech was 
replete with fine thoughts expressed in eloquent 
luunguage and won for him many warm friends. 
During his speech he frequently referred to Atlanta 
and her prosperity and declared that it was the 

est town inthe world. His audience was 
completely carried away with his address. 

At the conclusion Mr. Hammond's speech
